The world at least is hearing the 
brakes squeak on M a rs ’ juggernaut, 
even though war may break out 
between Italy and Ethiopia. 
Until now, the headline, “Army 
Mobilizes” was inevitably followed 
by “War Declared.” 
That may still 
be true, but it has not happened 
with the bewildering 
rapidity 
of 
1914, and th ere are aptimists at 
Geneva who a re saying it 
won’t 
happen at all. 
Premier Mussolini mobilized half 
a million men a couple of weeks 
ago for military 
maneuvers 
in 
northern Italy and a nation wide 
military demonstration. Since then 
the Italian government has given 
orders that the nation must hold 
Itself In readiness for 
a 
sudden 
“test mobilization,” which will be 
announced by sirens and the ring­ 
ing of church bells. 
Great 
Britain, 
although 
calling 
the operations "regular m aneuvers’’ 
and ’transfers’’ has mobilized most 
of her huge naval lighting strength, 
assisting battle units to strategic 
points near th e Suez canal, both to 
the south and in th e Mediterranean, 
and at the British Isles. 
Russia has mobilized a large por­ 
tion of her big army in the Ukraine 
close to Rumania for "w a r gam es” 
and Poland, one of the most power­ 
ful military nations today, has mo­ 
bilized a strong force for coinci­ 
dental "war gam es" in Pomorze, 
the province which separates East 
Prussia from the rest of Germany. 
There were scarcely 
as 
many 
men under arms in 
those 
black 
days in 1914 following th e assassi­ 
nation at Sarajevo. 
It m eant war 
in those days, and 
no 
questions 
asked. 
Blit since that World war and 
because of it, questions have been 
asked. What Woodrow Wilson sug­ 
gested during the war as an inter­ 
national association of nations has 
developed In peace as th e League 
of Nations, with 
a 
covenant 
in 
which its members promise they 
will not resort to war except as a 
last defense. 
With swift outlets for the dis 
semination of news no nation can 
now suddenly strik e an unheralded 
blow at another. 
Armies no longer can be mobi­ 
lized, trained, and armed without 
every newspaper reader 
In 
the 
world having the opportunity of de­ 
ciding for himself Just what lies 
behind such activity. 
Tho conse­ 
quence Is the development of pub­ 
lic opinion 
not necessarily united, 
but certainly Informed 
and fight­ 
ers have lost that first punch power 
of surprise.

THIO potato control law, enact­ 
ed by the last Congress, appears 
destined to become til** most un­ 
popular of tile sections of the Ag­
